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Morocco’s Kabbaj Elected New ADB President

Morocco’s Omar Kabbaj was elected Saturday [26 
August] the new president of the African Development 
Bank [ADB] in a ninth round of voting. 


Kabbaj won with an absolute majority of 63.32 percent 
of the vote, of which 42.24 percent came from African 
members of the bank. His main rival and former front 
runner, Lesotho’s Timothy Thahane, obtained a mere 
36.04 percent of the votes, of which 22.58 percent came 
from African members of the bank. 


The ADB has 52 regional members, and 24 non-regional 
ones, including Germany, the United States, France and 
Japan. 


In order to be elected, candidates must get a majority of 
the votes but also more than half the votes of the African 
members, or a minimum 32.18 percent of regional votes 
out of the 50.01 percent needed for an absolute majority. 


Earlier Saturday, the surprise announcement that Nige- 
ria’s Seyyid Abdullai was pulling out of the race raised 
hopes that Kabbaj would out pace Thahane, who has 
been unable to raise sufficient votes among the African 
members. 


The previous election on May 25 in Abuja was eventu- 
ally deadlocked as none of the candidates could get an 
absolute majority at the end of the fifth round of voting 
to find a successor to the outgoing president, Senegal’s 
Babacar N’Diaye. 


The bank is urgently in need of restructuring and 
recapitalising, as its financial position has deteriorated 
sharply in recent years. 


After-tax profit has been cut in half in two years, and 
lending has been sharply curtailed as a result. In 1994, 
profit dwindled to 77 million dollars from 103.6 million 
in 1993 and 165.2 million in 1992.

Heads of State and Government; Heads of Delega- 
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tions; Distinguished Ministers; Your Excellencies, Am- 
bassadors and High Commissioners; Comrades; Ladies 
and Gentlemen. 


It is an honour and a great privilege for us, as the 
newest member of the Southern African Development 
Community [SADC], to host the summit of heads 
of state and government. In this, the community’s 
fifteenth year, we warmly welcome you all to our newly 
democratic country. 


The community was conceived in the struggle to free- 
dom in southern Africa, and born of the courage of its 
leaders in setting out to create a new reality. As front 
line state you were in the forefront of the struggle for 
the liberation of Zimbabwe, Namibia and South Africa. 
Perhaps thanks are misplaced between those who fought 
and suffered together for a great and noble cause. But 
on behalf of the people of South Africa we must record 
the profound debt of gratitude we owe you for your sup- 
port. 


Our victory, is your victory also. Welcome home. 


The liberation of South Africa and the end of southern 
Africa’s destabilisation brought great possibilities for 
the development of our region. We must translate those 
hopes into reality. We must plant the seeds of Africans’ 
economic rebirth in the soil of southern Africa, and see 
them flower to help bring comfort and a better life to 
all on our continent. 


Our greatest need today is to eradicate the scourge of 
poverty afflicting the great mass of our people. Only 
then can we fulfill the dream of Africa’s liberation in 
the health, happiness and well- being of its children. 


The SADC’s mission reflects the reality that southern 
Africa has long passed the stage of lamenting the 
privations of the past. The challenge is to find within 
ourselves the resources to overcome this legacy, with the 
co-operation of the international community. We need 
to adapt to the demand of a rapidly changing world 
economy and to develop the skills needed to compete 
internationally. 


Ladies and Gentlemen; 


Our concern for national sovereignty and national in- 
terest need not prevent us from planning seriously for 
regional growth and development — indeed they dictate 
that we move in that direction, because our fortunes are 
So interdependent. None of us can achieve sustainable 
growth and development, or peace and stability, in iso- 
lation. 


The developments of the past year have greatly en- 
hanced the prospects for such an enterprise. Freed at 
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last from the grip of the apartheid system, we took great 
strides towards regional peace and stability, with politi- 
cal systems based on tolerance and democratic practice. 


The positive political climate made for substantial 
progress in building on the foundations for integrated 
regional development which SADC laid in its earlier, 
more difficult, phase. 


A joint approach to regional infrastructure has become 
a reality. We can feel well satisfied at the progress with 
regard to the southern African power pool and shared 
water course systems. They are shining examples of 
what can be achieved, and set the scene for further 
advances. No less significant is the progress in tourism 
towards pooling our assets and collectively exploiting 
them for our mutual benefit. 


Work on preparing for the progressive integratior of 
our trade and financial markets is now well under 
way. South Africa supports the goal of full economic 
integration of the SADC region. All those engaged in 
manufacturing the trade in our subcontinent will benefit 
by having unfettered access to a market of 100 million 
people, as will our people. 


The consensus that has been reached on the need for a 
phased approach to this goal reflects the complexity of 
the situation. If we move with undue speed towards the 
noble ideals of full integration and trade liberalisation, 
negative migration trends in capital, skills and labour 
might well set in. We would wish to see balanced 
and equitable development throughout the region, to the 
mutual benefit of all its people. Trade liberalisation has 
to be complemented by measures to address the historic 
imbalances between and within countries. 


Our vision for the SADC region is therefore one of 
the highest possible degree of economic integration 
consistent with socio- economic and political reality. 


Our task as governments is to provide the environment 
that will release the creative abilities of our people to 
produce wealth and cause development themselves. 


The directions have been marked out across our region: 
political stability based on democratic governance and 
human rights; disciplined approaches to fiscal and mon- 
etary matters; large-scale infrastractural development; 
and massive investment in people in order simultane- 
ously to improve their lives and to enhance our human 
Capital. 


SADC provides a framework for translating the impera- 
tives of reconstruction and development onto a regional 
plane. In so doing it enhances the degree to which, in- 
dividually and collectively, we offer a climate for sus- 
tained growth and development. Achieving the growth 
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that this makes possible will require business also to rise 
to the challenge, throughout investment and active par- 
licipation in the shaping of our region’s development. 


Such a partnership, of governments, business and other 
spheres of society, can help build SADC into a powerful 
force for development. To the extent that we succeed 
in doing so, will strengthen our influence, as individual 
countries and as a region, in a world increasingly defined 
by the formation of regional economic blocs. We will 
also be shaping a building block for a continental 
economic community. 


We have set ourselves an ambitious agenda, necessarily 
more so than the one that the SADC defined for itself at 
its birth in 1980. In a sense it is even more challenging 
than the goa vi national liberation that sustained us 
through long years of struggle. But the conditions for 
regional co-operation and integration have never been 
as favourable. 


We look forward with confidence to today’s summit. 
This derives not only from the far-reaching issues on 
the agenda, but also from the fact that the SADC can 
at last commune in a home once fenced off by the folly 
of an inhuman system.

South Africa Taking More ‘Active’ Role

an active role in regional politics since joining the 
Southern African Development Community [SADC] 
last year. 


While the country’s leadership continues to claim an 
attitude of "non-interference" in the internal affairs 
of regional governments, Foreign Minister Mr Alfred 
Nzo, admits the country has influenced the direction 
of multiparty democracy "where necessary". A typical 
example is the recent decision by Angola’s government 
to adopt the system of a Government of National Unity, 
and to give the leader of UNITA’s [National Union 
for the Total Independence of Angola] rebel forces, Dr 
Jonas Savimbi, the deputy presidency. 


Early this year, SADC’s secretariat assigned South 
Africa a newly-created sector on Finance and Invest- 
ment. The sector, crucial in attracting investors to the 
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region, used to be a unit under the sector of Trade and 
Industry coordinated by Tanzania. 


This sector will onl: be formalised and start operating 
after the Council of Ministers’ meeting today adopts its 
draft definitions, Nzo said. 


However, this has not stopped the country from "infor- 
mally representing the region in its investment-attraction 
drive when we travel abroad. We do recognise that to 
be stable as a country, we need to assist in the financial 
Stability of other countries." 


Since changes took place in South Africa, tourism, hotel 
and airline industries have been negatively affected in 
~ almost all SADC member states. The worst affected was 
Zambia, which even lost control of its national airline — 
Zambian Aitways— to a South African-based company. 


Nzo believes this will soon change. This year’s summit 
is going to find ways of putting into practice joint 
ventures in these areas. 


The establishment of a Regional Tourism Organisation 
of Southern Africa, Southern African Regional Airline 
Transport Authority, Southern African Power Pool and 
Protocol on Shared Watercourse Systems feature promi- 
nently on the summit’s agenda. 


"The (summit) outcome on these issues will be crucial 
because it will show the direction of where we want to 
take the region,” Nzo observed. 


The summit will also consider the proposal by the 
region’s foreign ministers to convert the Frontline States 
into what is to be known as the Association of Southern 
African States. 


According to Nzo, this will act as an “emergency 
body which will act in instances of security threats or 
instability to any of the member states. The experience 
with Lesotho’s problems in the past year has taught us 
that we have to be prepared for anything.” 


Nzo: RSA ‘Inextricably Linked’ to SADC

— South Africa cannot exist in isolation and should 
strive for regional cooperation for the socio-economic 
development of the sub-continent, according to South 
African Foreign Minister Alfred Nzo. 


In his welcome address to the Southern African De- 
velopment Community’s [SADC] Council of Ministers 
on Friday (25 August], Nzo said South Africa’s welfare 
was inextricably linked to that of the region and the gov- 
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ernment of national unity was committed to close eco- 
nomic ties with the countries of southern Africa. "We 
cannot be an island of prosperity, surrounded by a sea 
of poverty. South Africa’s socio-economic development 
is dependent on the balanced economic development in 
the South African region.” 


Nzo assured the council that South Africa would con- 
tribute to the community through mutual benefit and 
inter-dependence, despite its relative economic power 
in southern Africa. The nation’s approach to the region 
was firmly anchored within its Reconstruction and De- 
velopment Programme, which was aimed at the trans- 
formation of society, he said. 


"South Africa and her people are a partner to the 
reconstruction and development of SADC, just as the 
people in SADC were partners in the liberation of South 
Africa." 


Nzo said South Africa would not attempt to Jominate 
the community through "power politics" and would par- 
ticipate within SADC as a equal partner based on the 
principles of equality, mutual benefit and peaceful coex- 
istence. "We as South Africans believe that the countries 
of the southern African region can achieve their full po- 
tential only through close cooperation in the exploitation 
of natural resources in a coordinated fashion, the pool- 
ing of technical expertise, the harmonisation of trade 
practices and the promotion of economies of scale." 


Zimbabwe ‘Resents’ Losing Prestige to RSA

ing influence and prestige to South Africa appears to 
threaten what should be the crowning achievement of 
this year’s SADC [Southern African Development Com- 
munity] heads-of-state summit, to be held in Johannes- 
burg on Monday. 


The Association of Southern African States (ASAS), 
proposed by SADC foreign ministers earlier this year 
and designed to complement the development aims 
of SADC through regional security co-ordination and 
conflict resolution, appeared set to be given the nod at 
the summit. 


But this week, as delegations from the 11 SADC states 
arrived for preliminary sessions at the World Trade 
Centre, it became clear that someone had put a spanner 
in the works. 


South African Foreign Affairs Minister Alfred Nzo 
told a press briefing that foreign ministers would have 
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to look at ASAS again when they meet today and 
tomorrow in preparation for Monday’s summit. The 
name ASAS, and whether it would be an association 
or a “sector” (both issues supposedly already resolved) 
would be revisited, he said. As sector, ASAS would be 
governed by SADC’s secretariat, whereas as association 
it would be far more flexible and independent. 


So it looks like the hallowed halls of the World Trade 
Centre are to experience again a version of the cleventh- 
hour lobbying that preceded South Africa’s dramatic 
settlement on democratic rule. 


But it is exactly that which the World Trade Centre sym- 
bolises, South Africa’s return to democratic respectabil- 
ity, which could be a stumbling block to consensus this 
time around. 


For with South Africa’s new respectability came its 
accession to multilateral bodies...and fears among old 
members that South Africa would dominate regional 
bodies like SADC. 


Nzo’s remark that ASAS’ name and ils status as 
association or sector would be reconsidered appears, 
superficially, to refer to no more than technicalities. 


At a deeper level, however, it goes to the heart of a 
brewing struggie between South Africa, as the perceived 
usurper of Southern African leadership, and Zimbabwe, 
which believes it has a right to that role by virtue of 
its earlier contributions in SADC and in the Frontline 
States, the looser and more overtly political body 
that united neighbouring states against apartheid South 
Africa, and which Zimbabwe chaired. 


The creation of an ASAS-like body was first mooted at 
an SADC workshop in Windhoek in mid-1994, but the 
body would have had the status of a sector falling under 
the secretariat of SADC. Under that proposal, it would 
have had wide-ranging powers, including that SADC 
could decide "on the basis of sufficient consensus to 
intervene in an internal crisis of a member country”. 


Two subsequent experiences of regional diplomacy 
solving the crises of member states — the military coup 
attempt in Lesotho and threats by Renamo (Mozam- 
bique National Resistance] not to accept the Mozam- 
bique election outcome — refined differences in ap- 
proach to regional intervention. 


In both instances Zimbabwean President Robert Mugabe 
veered towards a harder approach, to the extent that he 
considered a "military option" in Lesotho. South Africa, 
still mindful of the ill effects of its kragdadige [strong- 
arm] past, played a more diplomatic role, stressing to the 
antagonists in both cases the benefits of reconciliation 
South Africa-style. 
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The South African approach appeared to win the day 
when SADC foreign ministers agreed this March in 
Harare on the formation of an ASAS along lines 
advocated by South African Deputy Foreign Minister 
Aziz Pahad. 


"By 1995, and through the insistence of South Africa, 
it had become clear that any military intervention in the 
affairs of a SADC member will be decided on only after 
an possible remedies have been exhausted and will only 
occur in accordance with the Organisation of African 
Unity Charter and the sanction of the United Nations," 
confirms Jakkie Celliers of the Institute for Defence 
Policy in Johannesburg. 


The foreign ministers resolved that ASAS should be 
a loose and flexible association with direct input from 
SADC heads of state, rather than the sector as proposed 
in Windhoek that would be ruled by SADC’s (bureau- 
cratic and rather slow-moving) secretariat. 


Agreement was also reached on a two-yearly revolving 
chair, seemingly putting paid to Zimbabwe’s demand 
that the longest-serving SADC head of state (Mugabe) 
should chair ASAS. Zimbabwe's demand appears to 
have stemmed from its chairing of the Frontline States, 
which will be superseded by ASAS in function. 


Those were the agreements, and all indications were 
that the heads of state merely had to give the nod on 
Monday to formalise the structure. But now ASAS, 
as shaped largely by South African leadership, appears 
under attack. 


A South African Department of Foreign Affairs source 
this week pointed to sour grapes on the part of Zim- 
babwe. "It’s a thing of Mugabe vis-a-vis Mandela. He 
(Mugabe) sees the status that we enjoy as a threat...It is 
a power struggle in terms of the prestige and the tradi- 
tional role which Zimbabwe played in the region.”

Smaller Nations Fear Common Market

the removal of trade tariffs would result in an unaccept- 
able loss of revenue was a major stumbling block to a 
southern African common market, the Southern African 
Development Community [SADCj noted this week. 


At the SADC’s 15th annual congress in Johannesburg, 
SADC industry and trade coordinator Dr Abraham 
Pallangyo of Tanzania said the 11 SADC member states 
had agreed to target a common market for the region. 
Another SADC responsibility — and the task of its 
newest member, South Africa — was to facilitate the 
promotion of regional investment. 


"We have to create an investment climate for capital 
coming from outside the region. We have to bring 
to the understanding of the business community the 
kind of attractions available in various industries so 
that the business community can understand what trade 
opportunities there are and where to invest.” 


The SADC had developed an investment policy docu- 
ment providing information on the economies of each 
country and investment attractions. “We have a duty to 
promote our own trade region and we have agreed to 
develop a common market. The first step is to develop 
a free trade area. We are ... negotiating a protocol. It 
may take some time as it is not that simple a process,” 
Pallangyo said. 


The SADC hoped to have the protocol signed by next 
August. 


"If you remove tariffs, the least developed countries 
will lose revenue. We have been directed to evaluate 
the possible impact, country by country, of the removal 
of tariffs. If, say, country A derives 25% of its total 
revenue from duties and we tell them to knock it off, it 
will mean a huge deficit for that country.” 


Neighbouring states fear that if trade barriers go, South 
African companies could weather the demands of inter- 
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national competition but that their economies would be 
in danger. 


"But they will have more access to the member states 
... we have to convince them that they may be able to 
generate enough export trade ... to compensate for joss 
of revenue.” 


The SADC was also investigating the support services 
and activities that complemented industry and trade. 


"We hope to harmonise standards and methods of 
measurement to eventually eliminate one of the non- 
tariff barriers to trade so that products can now across 
the borders without delays .aused by technicalities.” 


Five member states — South Africa, Tanzania, Malawi, 
and Zambia [four nations as published] — had fully 
fledged bureaux of standards. "The other SADC member 
countries do not have bureaux. It is our job to encourage 
them to do this.” 


Another issue to be resolved was the rivalry between the 
SADC and the Common Market for East And Southern 
Africa (Comesa). All SADC states bar South Africa 
and Botswana are also members of Comesa. The SADC 
decide! recently that its members should belong either 
to the SADC or Comesa, but not both. Comesa has 
called for a joint SADC-Comesa summit meetings to 
discus the matter. 


Official Envisions Regional SADC Airline

Moyo said in Johannesburg, Gauteng, that the accord 
to establish SARATA, to be signed by heads of state 
at the their summit in South Africa on Monday, was a 
major breakthrough in the transport sector. SARATA’s 
objectives include standardisation of matters relating to 
flight safety, air transport policy, fair competition, and 
consumer and environmental protection. "As we proceed 
with integration, this accord forms the basis for an 
ultimate SADC airline,” he said. Member states had also 
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approved a European Union-sponsored integration study 
Starting next month of the regional transport sector. 


SADC states had decided to appoint an expert to the co- 
ordinate transport for drought relief because of a total 
regional shortfail of seven million tonnes of cereals and 
grain caused by erratic rains last summer. International 
donors, mainly the EU, had already provided about half 
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of the 2.295 billion Zim dolJars (U.S. $270 million) 
sought by the region in feud aid. SADC agriculture 
ministers were to meet in November to discuss ways 
of combating the effects of future droughts, while its 
Council of Ministers had recommended the formation 
of a water resources section vecause of the importance 
of water to economies of the region.

Gendarme, Rebels Clash in Southern Ndjamena

A clash occurred between gendarme and rebels of the 
Movement for Democracy and Development [MDD] at 
Mandelia, a locality situated 50 km south of Ndjamena, 
the Chadian official radio announced on 23 August. 


According to the radio, four rebels were arrested and 
about 40 others fled, hunted by gendarme and govern- 
ment soldiers. Radio Chad did not give any details on 
whether there were any Casualties or injured people. 


On 24 August, the Chadian authorities refused to present 
the prisoners to the media saying that “investigations 
were underway.” According to the radio, “rebel elements 
of the MDD left the Lake Chad region on 8 August, 
riding on camel backs.” The "ake Chad region is 
the usual zone of operation of the political-military 
movement, and they “infiltrated” the south of the capital 
passing through northern Cameroon. 


Also, in a communique dated from Kano, north of Nige- 
ria, another rebel movement, the National Democratic 
and Revolutionary Council (CNDR], unknown up to 
now, said a few days ago that a “column” of its troops 
was on the “move” towards the south of Chad in or- 
der to “give a hand to the Armed Forces 1 or a Federal 
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Republic (FARF} and the Chadian National Liberation 
Front [Frolinat}.” 


At the end of July, the Frolinat, led by former president 
Goukouni Oueddei and which is implanted in northern 
Chad, announced that it has concluded a military 
uliance with the FARF, the southern armed rebellion 
led by Laokein Barde Frison. 


In a communique dated from Kano, the CNDR led 
by Mahamat Ali Hassaballah, said that they have also 
signed the agreement. 


Up to now, Mr. Hassaballah was considered in Ndja- 
mena as the military leader of the Frolinat. However, 
observers in Ndjamena did not exclude the fact that he 
could have left Frolinat recently to form his own move- 
ment.

Concerning the (?permanent frustration) of forced repa- 
triation of Rwandese refugees by Zairean authorities, 
the UNHCR officials in Kigali say they have aot yet 
received any official declaration from the Zairean au- 
thorities but the UN refugee agency officials in Goma 
say they were just informed by Zairean Army officers 
in Goma that it had been suspended.

— UN officials started to repatriate Rwandan Hutus 
from camps in eastern Zaire on a voluntary basis Fnday 
[25 August], but so far few refugees have signed up for 
the programme, officials said. 


The UN High Commissioner for Refugees (UNHCR) 
laid on trucks capable of transporting thousands of 
refugees to their homeland from the swollen camps in 
eastern Zaire, but only a handful of Hutus 2t the largest 
Camps in eastern Zaire volunteered to return home. 


In all, just 220 refugees out of the 400,000 accommo- 
dated in the Kioumba and Katale camps in the Goma 
region signed up for repatriation Friday. 


“It is too early to be pessimistic.. UNHCR spokesmar 
Joel Boutrou said here. “People are taking their time 
and want to see in what conditions the first volunteers 
leave the camps.” 


The UNHCR was more successful at the Bukavu camps 
further south, with spokesman Peter Kessler in Nairobi 
Saying several thousand of the camp's roughly 350,000 
refugees had volunteered. 


“From dawn queues of people wanting to return formed 
at our offices in the Goma and Bukavu camps.” Kessler 
said. 


The UNHCR reportedly agreed to step up ics voluntary 
repatriation programme in a bid to stop Kinshasa 
forcibly expelling the roughly one million refugees in 
eastern (aire. 

UN officials remain convinced of the genuine desire of 
the part of the majority of the refugees to return. 


But although around 1,000 people gathered to watch as 
100 volunteers were escorted from the Kibumba camp, 


none of them moved to join the departing refugees. 


Informed sources here said that coercion by Mu 
extremists and militia members on other refugees coud 
be behind the general reluctance to leave the camps. 


Hutu extremists have tried to persuade their compatriots 
to leave the camps en masse and not in small groups, 
the sources said, adding that the voluntary repatriation 
scheme would fail as long as the armed factions were 
able to terrorise their fellow Hutus. 

Aid workers said earlier the confusion in the camps has 
weakened the power of the traditional chiefs and Hutu

militias who have tried — sometimes by force — to 
dissuade people from volunteering to return. 


Moreover, refugees who volunteered to leave the camps 
told AFP Friday that elements within the camps were 
resisting those trying to block the voluntary departure 
of refugees. 


"Those who want to try to oppose the departure (of 
refugees) risk being punished by the population," one 
woman said. 


But others said they had been told by their "bosses" 
that everyone should leave together for security reasons. 
Some even said they would prefer it if the Zairean 
military took up its forced repatriation operation again 
as at least then there would be no fear of reprisals from 
the Hutu extremists. 


"If it’s the Army which is expelling they’ ve got nothing 
to criticise us for," said one young man. 


The disappointing trickle of voluntary refugees may also 
be due to the fac: that many are members of the Hutu 
army and militias defeated in last year’s civil war in 
Rwanda, and do not want to return for fear of retribution 
for their roles in the genocide in which over 500,000 
mainly Tutsis and moderate Hutus died. 


It may also be due to the fact that half the 130,000 
Rwandan and Burundian refugees who fled into hills 
near Uvira further south to avoid being forcibly repatri- 
ated have still not returned to their camps. 


UN officials believe they will ultimately return, although 
their camps have been looted and ransacked by Zairean

— Zaire is determined to crack down on "intimidators" 
who afe dissuading Rwandan refugees from returning 
to their homeland, a senior official said. 


Speaking anonymously, the official warned, "We will 
get our hooks into anyone who annoys us in the 
camps.” The official said there would be a clamp-down 
against all forms of intimidation and propaganda being 
exercised by former leaders and soldiers of the ousted 
Hutu regime in Rwanda now living in the refugee 
camps. "There is too much of this, and if it is the only 
obstacle to the repatriation of the refugees by the United 
Nations High Commissioner for Refugees we will put 
a stop to it very swiftly." 


The UNHCR has been trying to organize a voluntary 
return to Rwanda of the some one million refugees in 
Zaire after Zairian troops tried forcing them back earlier 
last week, but only a handful have come forward. 
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Tens of thousands of Hutu extremists who took part in 
the massacre of more than half-a-million men, women 
and children of the Tutsi minority and moderate Hutus 
fear retribution at the hands of the Tutsis now in power 
in Kigali. 


But the UNHCR says the extremists are preventing 
many of the ordinary people who fled the slaughter 
last year from returning, and blames Kinshasa for not 
Cleaning such elements out of the camps that Zairian 
troops are supposed to be protecting. 


Zaire, for its part, accuses the UNHCR of not bringing 
enough pressure on the Kigali government to ensure the 
safe return of the refugees. 


Negotiations have been taking place this week in Kin- 
shasa between the refugee agency and the Zairian au- 
thorities to resolve their differences, and will culminate 
Monday (28 August] in Geneva with talks between High 
Commissioner Sadako Ogata and Zaire’s Prime Minis- 
ter Kengo wa Dondo. 


Without results, it is feared that the Zairian Government, 
under pressure from politicians of all colors, could resort 
to forced repatriations again. 


Zaire’s veteran leader Marshal Mobutu Sese Seko, who 
has been on holiday for the past three weeks in Portugal 
and France, could intercede, but his former virtually 
absolute powers have been considerably curbed by the 
transitional constitution intended to pave the way to 
multiparty democracy.

They are mixed in the camps with hardline former 
soldiers and militiamen who carried out the worst 
massacres during last year’s civil war, and who carry out 
cross-border raids against the soldiers of the victorious 
Tutsi army. 


Many of the hardliners fled to the hills of eastern Zaire 
last week when Zairean troops started rounding up 
refugees and expelling them forcibly, but most have 
returned to the camnps since those expulsions ended 
Thursday, relief workers say. 


The hardliners, however, are determined not to go back, 
fearing retribution, and have long tried to dissuade 
refugees from returning voluntarily.

One of the dead was a senior officer commanding 
militiamen of General Mohamed Farah Aidid’s United 
Somali Congress/Somali National Alliance (USC/SNA) 
faction. 


Sporadic shooting and heavy machine gun fire resumed 
early Sunday and was still going on in the afternoon, 
preventing traffic and civilians from crossing the Green 
Line where fighting was taking place. Eyewitnesses 
gave conflicting accounts of why the fighting started. 


Ali Mahdi’s top aide, Hussein Sheikh Ahmed Kadare, 
accused Aidid’s militiamen of violating a genuine 
ceasefire signed between them in March this year in 
New York by deliberately trespassing on their area near 
the Green Line. 


Declaring a state of war on Aidid’s militiamen, Kadare 
urged Ali Mahdi’s Somali Salvation Alliance (SSA) 
militiamen and "Holy fighters of Islam" in northern 
Mogadishu to defend their clan sovereignty and take 
part in destroying their enemy. Kadare also criticised 
Aidid for trying to disarm areas beyond his control. 


But Aidid’s side disputed allegations that they were 
responsible for the new outbreak. They said the clashes 
began near the al-Uruba beach hotel on the Green Line, 
when Aidid militiamen were provoked by Ali Mahdi’s 
supporters. 


The south Mogadishu radio backing Aidid, meanwhile, 
quoted the general as having sent his condolences to 
the families of the victims, whom he characterised as 
"heroes". 


Some militiamen also took advantage of the street 
fighting between the factions to loot the homes of 
civilians. 

Although other parts of the city remained calm, there 
was concern here that the fighting could spread to other 


parts of the city, such as the Bermuda and Medina 
districts. 


Supporters of the two warlords fought pitched battles in 
Bermuda on August 19, leaving 14 dead and 60 others 
wounded, according to hospital counts.

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Opposing faction militias using heavy and small ma- 
chine guns continued to shell each other’s positions with 
mortars, 106 mm recoilless rifles and 75 min anti-tank 
guns, the cheapest war arsenal available in the Somali 
Capital. 


Local medical personnel expressed concern over the 
acute shortage of medicines and other operation ma- 
terials. 


There were chaotic situations at the two hospitals, with 
militiamen who brought in wounded shouting at the top 
of their voices in order to get nurses to attend to them. 


Dr. Mohamed Hussein Haji Bube of Digfer Hospital 
told AFP that the International Committee of the Red 
Cross (ICRC) provides them with supplies, but they 
are insufficient to cope with the needs of the hospitals, 
especially during an emergency such as that of fighting 
between the clan militias. 


There were still no moves to reconcile the fighting 
factions, although elders were holding consultations that 
could lead to a possible ceasefire. 


The fighting factions, meanwhile, continued to accuse 
each other of violating the ceasefire and provoking the 
fighting.

Refugees Return Home From Kenyan Camps

— As the UN refugee agency tries to bring order from 
the chaos provoked by Zaire’s moves to expel the hordes 
of Rwandans on its territory, it can take heart from a 
success on the other side of Africa. 


The Somalis who fled civil war and famine in their 
country three or four years ago to subsist on humani- 
tarian rations in camps in the middle of nowhere across 
the border in Kenya have decided it is safe to return 
home. 


While no end is in sight to the anarchy in the So- 
mali capital of Mogadishu, the general fighting that 
was feared after the failure of the United Nations 
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peace keeping exercise has not broken out. Reassuring 
news brought by truck drivers and cross-border smug- 
glers prompted staff of the UN High Commissioner for 
Refugees (UNHCR) to launch a partially assisted volun- 
tary repatriation programme. Lists of those who wanted 
to go home were drawn up, but the UNHCR left most 
of the organization to the refugees themselves. 


"We are only following the movement, and now we are 
having to slow it down," said Jean-Claude do Rego, 
UNHCR field officer at Dadaab, 540 kilometres (340 
miles) east of Nairobi. 


"In my camp this week I had 1,400 candidates for 900 
places.” 


As he spoke a fleet of 27 ancient trucks run by private 
operators waited at the small border post of Liboi to 
ship home the latest batch of some 2,380 people. 


"Yesterday we gave them food for three months, and 
cooking and washing utensils," do Rego said. “This 
morning each one gets 30 dollars." 


The heads of the various families, which in some cases 
were adolescents of no more than 14 years old, lined 
up, exchanging their ration cards for crisp new bank 
notes, placing a thumb print beside their names in guise 
of receipt. Their faces were serious and none spoke or 
gave any sign of thanks. "That shocked me to begin 
with, but one gets used to it,” the field officer said. 


"I suppose it’s a question of culture: they consider it is 
their due." 


In fact the money did not stay intact for long. The sharp- 
eyed truck drivers swooped on the refugees as soon as 
they emerged, demanding 10 or 15 dollars to drive them 
to Doble, the nearest town in Somalia, and more for a 
longer journey. 


Mohammad Dubet, 45, turned the small bundle of 
greenbacks over and over in his hands. "It’s the first 
time in my life I have touched dollars,” he smiled. "How 
much are they worth?" 


Dubet said he was going back because he had learned 
that matters had resolved themselves at Baidoa, his 
home, and life there promised to be better than in the 
refugee camp. "There are too many problems here," he 
said. "Robbery, and rape when the women go looking 
for wood. Even if life is hard, I prefer to face that sort 
of problem in my own country." 


Some refugees have already gone before on reconnais- 
sance at their own expense, sending back news and let- 
ters with the truck drivers. 
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"My family is in Buhale, I know they are waiting for 
us," said Abdullah Abdul Sheikh, 39. "I think the war 
will not start up again, and we can plant for our food." 


"They know exactly what they are going back to," do 
Rego said. "Every week the number of candidates for 
return increases, and there are no new arrivals, so we can 
conclude things are reasonable, despite alarming reports 
on the food situation in certain areas." 


As the diesel engines of the trucks coughed into life 
and the flowered print dresses of the women crammed 
into the rear sections flapped in the wind, some of the 
refugees waved and tie children grinned. But while they 
said they were happy to be going home, there was still 
anxiety. 


A Kenyan police officer detailed to escort the convoy 
the six kilometres to the border explained that the fare 
demanded by the truck-drivers included payment for 
"protection" to the Somali clan militia controlling the 
area. For those who did not belong to the clan, or one 
of its allies, going home via Liboi was too risky, do 
Rego said. "For them we are looking at other ways, 
boat, or plane." 


So far more than 28,000 people have returned to 
Somalia since last December, and the UNHCR, which 
has a budget of 12.2 million dollars for 1995, aims to 
get the figure to 45,000 by the end of this year.

[FBIS Transcribed Text) A special National Intelligence 
briefing to the Cabinet on how to deal with sensitive and 
potentially embarrassing information and prevent leaks 
has been leaked to the MAIL & GUARDIAN. 


Concern about security leaks and sabotage of govern- 
ment plans prompted National Intelligence to brief Cab- 
inet on how to safecuard sensitive information. A doc- 
ument on safety measures was distributed in the recent 
Cabinet briefing, and has since then been distributed to 
government ministries. 


The document urges civil servants to be ever-vigilant 
when dealing with matters that could embarrass, dam- 
age or bring down the government. In particular, it lays 
out guidelines for preserving confidentiality and sen- 
sitive information, which could either be contained in 
documents ants or on computers. 


Implicit in the preamble is the warning that there may 
be forces at work to sabotage the RDP [Reconstruction 
and Development Program] and the country’s transition. 


The authors of the document note that there has been 
an "escalation of intelligence activities by a growing 
number of foreign countries and other interest groups”. 


Apart from laying down procedures for dealing with 
bomb attacks and fires, the document describes the dif- 
ferences between "restricted", "confidential", “secret” 
and “top secret” information. According to the defini- 
tions, a “restricted document” contains information that 
could embarrass the government, a "confidential docu- 
ment", if leaked, could damage the government, a "se- 
cret document” might be used by opponents to disrupt 
the running of government and a "top secret document,” 
if leaked, could lead to the downfall of the government, 
the severing of relations with another state or a decla- 
ration of war. 


"Top secret” and "secret" documents have to be kept in 
strongrooms or vaults, whereas confidential documents 
must be kept in reinforced steel cabinets. The Cabinet 
briefing document — a restricted document — also 
contains a number of tips about keys, fires and how 
to deal with suspicious-looking maintenance men. 


Moe Shaik, advisor to Deputy Minister of Intelligence 
Jo Nhlianhla, would not confirm or deny that the 
Cabinet briefing took place, but he did say that National 
Intelligence had a responsibility to protect sensitive 
government information. 
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He said that by compiling the report, National Intelli- 
gence was not suggesting the need for excessive secrecy. 
But, said Shaik, "our peace and emerging democracy is 
fragile and needs to protected”. 


Shaik said that foreign countries were interested to see 
how South Africa was emerging as a democracy, and 
that there were interest-brokers who might, for their own 
political or economic purposes, try to access confidential 
information. 


Shaik said that the leakage of classified documents to the 
media was a problem. He said that National Intelligence 
was concerned by recent fires in the RDP and Frontline 
Offices. It was speculated in the meJia that the fires 
could be part of a sabotage campaign. 


Despite this attempt to tighten things up in government, 
Parliament’s security remains slack. Many parliamentar- 
ians suspect their phones may be bugged and a source in 
the Freedom Front said this week that there were times 
when the party felt the need to sweep its caucus room 
for bugs. 


A private secretary for a prominent ANC MP said that 
they had the sorts of conversations on parliamentary 
phones “that they wanted other people to hear”, and the 
National Party said this week it had stepped up personal 
security over the past few weeks, "because they were 
aware that other parties were interested in getting their 
hands on confidential information”. 


Not all infiltration is cloak-and-dagger. Common 
Criminals are getting through the barriers. Sources in 
Parliament's catering department say they suspect that 
up to R60,000 [rands] worth of silver teapots, spoons 
and crockery have gone missing.

“And maintaining diplo- 
matic ties with Taiwan is in our interest,” Mandela said. 


Radebe, meanwhile, emphasized that South Africa in- 
tends to maintain friendly ties with both Taiwan and 
mainland China. 


Radebe, who visited Taiwan in June this year, highly 
commended Taiwan's “miraculous” economic growth. 
Taiwan outgrew itself from a trivial economy less than 
50 years ago into the world’s 13th largest trading 
country which owns the world’s second largest foreign 
exchange reserves, he said. 


Since the founding of the government of national unity 
one year ago, Radebe said, Taiwan has poured in 
565 million rands (approximately US$154 million) into 
South Africa for loans, other financial aid, and technical 
training projects. 

Meanwhile, Taiwan private investors have infused some 
1.4 billion rands here, establishing 280 manufacturing 
plants, and creating more than 40,000 jobs, Radebe 
pointed out. 


A one-day seminar with the theme “The Taiwan Expe-

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at the USA campus with four ROC scholars and offi- 
Cials taking part.

Estimates of support for these initiatives among the 
range of political and cultural organisations consulted 
by SPECTRUM, the investigative unit of Independent 
Newspapers, was as high as SO percent of the Afrikaner 
community. 


Over 100 prominent Afrikaners, including Dr Ferdie 
Hartzenberg, recently contributed to the work of 18 
com*ittees covering every facet of volkshuishouding

The result is the bulky first report of the Volksrepub- 
liekwerkkomitee [VRWK] (People’s Republic Work- 
ing Committee) of the Afrikaner Volksfront [National 
Front).

[Afrikaner people} cleansing”. 


It blames the sins of the volk for its “disinheritance”, 
Stating that Afrikaners have handled their land “reck- 
lessly” and “ungratefully”. 


"So God has taken away what He gave us and delivered 
us unto people who are not serious about His Word in 
every way. There are even infidels among the rulers of 
the country.” 


While a volkstaat [Afrikaner homeland] in which 
Afrikaner rule wil) go absolutely unchallenged, remains 
the dream of many a Boer, new economic, geographic 
and political realities are forcing them to create minia- 
ture volkstaatjies [small Afrikaner homelands) wherever 
they can. According to major Afrikaner groupings, this 
would include anything from areas and suburbs where 
there is a high concentration of Afrikaners right down 
to the volks huis (people’s home) itself where mothers 
have been given the task of ensuring that their children 
can withstand “any onslaught”. 

The report reveals that Boere-Afrikaner parents are 
already insisting on the right to determine what type 
of education their clildren should have. They are also 
demanding the right to choose the textbooks their 
children use and a say in how teachers are tained and 
even vet them to establish their suitability.

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Home nursing by women vf the volk is mooted as 
a high-priority alternative to health care in “low- 
standard” state hospials, and it is proposed to mobilise 
Boere-Afrikaner doctors, nursing staff and paramedics 
throughout the country. 


These proposals were confirmed by Conservative Party 
secrdary Mr Wouter Hoffman in an interview with 
SPECTRUM. He revealed that an own bloodbank was 
on the cards. An own medical aid scheme and an own 
medi_«l services corporation have already been formed. 
They have secured agreeme/ns with doctors, pharmacies 
and clinics for services to members. 


Separate health and educational facilities are vigor- 
ously supported by Aksie Vrouekrag [Action Women’s 
Power]. Its chairperson, Ms Lucia van den Bergh, told 
SPECTRUM that there are plans to buy clinics and hos- 
pitals “for the sake of our own people ...who refuse to 
be examined by volksforeign people”. 


Commenting on intesgated education, Van den Bergh 
says it has been “proved” that mixed schools lead 
to mixed sport, mixed social relations and mixed 
marriages. "If you don’t keep what is your own, it will 
all be lost.” She adds that children in mixed schools will 
be targeted with the relevant “information” . 
According to Van den Bergh, the volk will have to 
become so completely self-sufficient that it can survive 
without water from the country’s dams and electricity 
from the national power grid. 


The VRWK report goes on to propose a Law Secretariat 
for the volk as well as a Legal Aid Clinic to handle 
research, investigations, advice and bail applications. 
“The evil of the Constitution and the Charter of Human 
Rights must be emphasised, while their provisions must 
be exploited and misused to the advantage of our 
people,” it says. 

Actions for the restitution of land rights should be 
launched, the report urges. Farmers who qualify for this 
are to be identified and helped to press their claims. And 
those whose land could be targeted for repossession in 
terms of new laws should be given assistance in the 
form of expert advice and financial aid to oppose such 
Claims. 

In the area of foreign affairs, a number of people have 
been assigned to different parts of the world in order, 
to “market” the Boerevolk cause.

They are reminded that they are mothers first. Aksic 
Vrouekrag’s Van den Bergh says women are urged to 
see to it that their husbands conduct Bible study around 
the table, that children are informed about satanism, 
prostitution, pornography and that their daughters are 
warned against “living together”. 


Women are asked to employ jobless and unskilled 
white women. Former Conservative Party youth leader 
and Volksunie [Afrikaner National Union] chairman Mr 
Gerdus Kruger advocates a “total cultural war” in which 
the authority of the current “regime” is rejected in its 
totality. 


He says in his book, Denksprong Vir Die Regse 
Beweging in Suid- Afrika, [Leap of Ideology for the 
Right-Wing Movement in South Africa) which will be 
published this month, that this strategy will test “to the 
extreme” cach new law. 

For instance, he exhorts Afrikaner youth to realise that 
taxes are becoming an “economic weapon” and that they 
have to use “every conceivable method” to escape from 
the grip of the government. 


Kruger also says the mew generation of Afrikaners will 
have to use “any” means to make themselves financially 
powerful. The youth will have to learn to revolt against 
affirmative action and insist on treatment on merit.

"After Felix Houphouet-Boigny, all united behind Henri 
Konan- Bedie," proclaims a banner stretched out at 
the entry to Houphouet’s home town Yamoussoukro, 
220 kilometres (135 miles) north of Abidjan, where the 
former president was born and buried. 


Yamoussoukro was turned by the late president into 
Ivory Coast’s political capital, a status it still officially 
holds. 


Some 8,000 delegates, all dressed in PDCI colours and 
bearing Bedie’s image were meeting Friday at the Felix 
Houphouet-Boigny Foundation, an immense monument 
built of pink marble and glass. 


Drinking booths and souvenir stalls were set up in vast 
tents at the entrance to the foundation. Giant screens 
re-transmitted most of the delegates’ speeches. 


Fanfares, dancing troupes and hundreds of balloons 
were to liven up the proceedings. 


According to the official programme, on Saturday morn- 
ing Bedie will himself give a speech before receiving 
the blessing of a group of traditional chiefs in the com- 
pany of his family. 


Then he will go to bow down before the Houphouet’s 
tomb as if to receive the old man’s endorsement. 


The PDCI is doing all it can to show that the death 
in December 1993 of its founder has done nothing to 
reduce its clout. 


Party Secretary General Laurent Dona Fologo stressed 
that party activists “must not rest on their laurels despite 
the weight of years and continuing success." 
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The 630 branches across the country have been called 
on to rally round Bedie as well as some 350 "support 
Clubs" set up since he came to power. Bedie succeeded 
Houphouet after a brief battle for the succession on con- 
stitutional grounds with former prime minister Alassane 
Ouattara. 


A clause in the West African country’s Constitution 
stipulates that the parliamentary speaker, a post Bedie 
held at the time, may finish the term of a president who 
dies in office. 


But a few months later Ouattara resigned from the 
PDCI to take up a senior post in Washington with the 
International Monetary Fund (IMF). Shortly after that a 
group of party dissidents followed suit to form a new 
Opposition grouping - the Rally of Republicans (RDR). 


Among the delegations expected here are several from 
“brother parties" in power in other west African coun- 
tries. Also expected is a group representing French Pres- 
ident Jacques Chirac’s neo-Gaullist Rally for the Repub- 
lic (RPR). 


With less than two months to go the convention "marks 
the point of departure of the last straight line toward the 
certain victory of the PDCI,” secretary-general Fologo 
said. 


It will also be an opportunity for the party to forget the 
divisions that broke out within it after the death of the 
"old man".

Chambas has been a key mediator in a series of 
negotiations over the past year, spearheaded by Ghana’s 
President Jerry Rawlings, aimed at finally ending the 
six-year-old Liberian civil war. 


Rawlings is the current chairman of the Economic 
Community of West African States (ECOWAS), which 
sent the African peacekeeping force ECOMOG to 
Liberia in August 1990 in an early bid to stop the 
fighting. 


Under the Abuja accord a ceasefire is to come into 
effect as of midnight (0000 GMT) on Saturday, which 
Chambas will be involved in monitoring, Liberian 
Officials said. 


The new transitional government, in which all seven 
factions plus civilian groups are to be represented, is 
supposed to run the country for approximately a year 
up to elections. 


The war was sparked off by Charles Taylor’s National 
Patriotic Front (NPFL) on December 24, 1989 as a 
rebellion against the bloodstained regime of former 
president Samuel Doe, who was captured and tortured 
to death by an NPFL splinter group nine months later 
in Monrovia. 


The fighting has left over 150,000 dead, according to 
official figures, and forced over two-thirds of Liberia's

Mediator Reports Cease-Fire Holding

State radio here late Saturday broadcast statements from 
all seven factions ordering their fighters “to strictly 
observe" the ceasefire. 
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Speaking shortly before returning to Accra, Chambas 
stressed that major factions "have issued orders to their 
fighters to cease hostilities.” 


"We believe that this time around the ceasefire will 
hold,” said Chambas, a key negotiator in talks that led 
to the signing of a peace accord in Nigeria’s federal 
capital Abuja on August 19. 


A military delegation comprising African ECOMOG 
peacekeepers and UN military observers toured rural 
Liberia on Saturday and expressed satisfaction with their 
findings, Chambas said. 


"Hostilities have ceased and things are calm," he 
stressed. 


Under the Abuja accord, a six-member collective pres- 
idency is due to be sworn in late this week to run the 
country until democratic elections are held in a year’s 
time. 


Chambas said Ghana’s President Jerry Rawlings is due 
to attend the induction as current ECOWAS chairman. 


The so-called councii of state is to be chaired by lecturer 
Wilton Sankawulo and will include three warlords, 
namely Charles Taylor of the National Patriotic Front 
(NPFL), Alhaji Kromah of the Mandingo wing of the 
United Liberation Movement (ULIMO) and George 
Boley of the Liberia Peace Council militia (LPC). 


Since he arrived Friday at the head of a four-man 
ECOWAS delegation, Chambas has held a series of 
talks with members of the outgoing council of state and

Liberia Peace Council (LPC) leader George Boley, 
nominated as one of the six members of the council, 
also returned to the Liberian capital Sunday on board a 
separate flight. 


All six members of the council, which include National 
Patriotic Front (NPFL) leader Charles Taylor and the 
head of Mandingo wing of ULIMO, Alhaji Kromah, are 
expected in Monrovia for the swearing-in ceremony. 


According to a provisional programme published in 
Monrovia newspapers, fighters are to disengage from 
checkpoints and combat positions between September 5 
and 26. 


The African peacekeeping force ECOMOG, UN peace- 
keepers and the new transitional government will con- 
duct reconnaissance missions and build up their own 
logistics before deploying to safe havens throughout 
Liberia between October 2 and December 14. 


Disarmament of fighters is scheduled to begin on 
December 1 and end on January 30 next year. 


Liberian refugees should be repatriated from neighbour- 
ing countries betwen December 1 and February 2. Elec- 
tions are then expected to be held on August 20, 1996 
with the induction of an elected government on Septem- 
ber 30, 1996.
